Russell S. Beyea, 30, a 
member of the Hell’s Angels 
who had been sought on rar- 
ranls charging murder and 
unlawful flight to avoid prose¬ 
cution in connection with the 
beating and stomping death of 
an Alameda man last Febru¬ 
ary. surrendered yesterday to 
Oakland police. 

He was scheduled to be ar¬ 
raigned on the charges today 
in municipal court. 

Beyea, of 5422 Brookdale 
Ave.» who stands 6 feet 2 and 
weighs 280 pounds, turned 
himself in about 4 p.m. to 
homicide sergeants Warner 
Smith and Don Verley. 


They said he simply toid 
them he was tired of running. 
He had been sought since ear¬ 
ly March. 

Beyea is charged with two 
other men for the^JWr^ 
slaying of Bradleyrarkhtfl^^ 
25. of llW Pacific Ave. Ala- 
meda. who was killed in the 
basement of a home at 3238 
Prentiss Place, Oakland. 

The two others, Marvin Gil¬ 
bert and Dennis Saunders, are 
in custody. 

Smith and Verley said B^ 
yea refused to disclose his 
wheareabouts the past few 
months. They said he also 
made an attempt to alter his 
appearance by shaving off his 
bushy beard and trimming his 
long hair. 

The murder occuiTed just 
one day after Beyea was re¬ 
leased on reduced bail on an 
indictment charging him and 
four other men with the kid¬ 
nap beatings of two men 
found lied up in the trunk of a 
car after a police and park 
ranger chase Jan. 21, 

He had won a bail reduction 
from $50,000 to $28,750. 

Smith and Verley said that 
Beyea was released in early 
January after serving 11 
months for manslaughter in 
Ohio. That charge stemmed 
from a shooting death which 
resulted wlien a fight broke 
out among motorcycle gang 
members at a car show. I 





Two Held to

Two men accused of the 
stomping death of an Alame¬ 
da man were held to answer 
yesterday on charges of mur¬ 
der and false imprisonment. 

Russell S. Beyea, 30, of 5422 
Brookdale Ave., Oakland, and 
Marvin W. Gilbert, 29, who 
had been living on a boat at 
the Alameda Marina, were or- 
d e r e d by Municipal Court 
Judge Jacqueline Taber to ap¬ 
pear in Dept. 5 of Superior 
Court on July 7. 

A third defendant, Dennis 
Saunders, 29, a transient, was 
held to answer in April in Mu¬ 
nicipal Court on the same 
charges facing Beyea and Gil¬ 
bert.

The fate of two Hell’s An¬ 
gels charged with the stomp¬ 
ing death of an Alameda man 
was placed today in the hands 
of a six-man, sixwoman jury 
in Alameda County Superior 
Court. 

Judge Lewis E. Lercara is 
presiding over the two-week 
trial in which the state is 
seeking a first degree murder 
conviction against Russell S. 
Beyea, 30, and Marvin W. Gil¬ 
bert, 29. 

Thej are charged with the 
FjrtJ. 24'-slaying of Radley 
v^khursC25, of 1103 pacmr 
AVtrr-who was killed in the 
basement of a home at 3238 
Prentiss Place. 

A third mororcycle club 
member, Dennis Saunders, 29, 
has been charged separately 
and faces a preliminary hear¬ 
ing in Oakland Municipal 
Court. 

Prosecutor Howard Gilbert 
used testimony from the tran¬ 
script of two witnesses, Frank 
(Lurch) Hunter and Gyde 
Burk, and the live tesrtimony 
of an avaulable witness, Paul 
Eric Kindem, 23, who said he 
is fearful of his life, in prose- 
^mliBstliecase. 

Their combined stories gave 
this version of events: 

Parkhurst visited the house 
where a number of Hell’s An¬ 
gels were and was taken to 
the basement to sea motor¬ 
bike stored there. On intro¬ 
duction Gilbert became insult¬ 
ed at the style of Parkhurst’s 
handshake and a fight ensued. 

Gilbert was knocked down 
and Parichurst was on top of 
him when an Angel girlfriend 
ran upstairs and summoned 
Beyea and others, saying 
“Marv is in trouble.” 

On entering the basement 
Beyea grabbed Burk and 
made him face the wall with 
the order “stay there.” Hunt¬ 
er was given the task of hold¬ 
ing Burk and also faced the 
wall. 


However, the witnesses told 
of seeing Beyea hit Parkhurst 
twice in the face and Gilbert 
hit the victim in the chest. 
They heard slapping sounds, 
moans, demands of the victim 
for his name and his cries of 
“no, no, stop, stop.** And 
some of them saw boots 
poised to kick. 

Kindem in another section 
of the basement, had his eyes 
riveted to the ceiling when 
Parkhurst, his head cut and 
bleeding, sat up and looked 
around. 

Saunders reportedly held a 
sword in guarding Kindem 
who also was told to put his 
face to the wall. At one point 
a voice told the beating victim 
after a demand for his wallet: 
“T-h a t ain't your name, 
punk,*’ and at another time 
“shut up, punk, I don’t dig 
snivelers.” A thud of boots 
against a body followed. 

Kindem said he was unable 
to find a pulse beat or any 
si^ of life in Parkhurst and 
tried heart massage and 
mouth-to-mouth resuscitation 
in an effort to revive the vic¬ 
tim. 

Prosecutor Gilbert said that 
K^dem was “so scared” he 
didn’t tell the hospital about 
the beating when he took Par¬ 
khurst there under orders two 
hours later. 

An autopsy surgeon testified 
that a ruptured spleen was the 
primary cause of death. 

Defense counsel emphasized 
conflicts in the statements by 
the prosecution, contended 
that there was “violent mu¬ 
tual combat” and that there 
was no testimony that “any¬ 
one wanted to kill anyone.” 

Michael Ballachey, repre¬ 
senting Beyea, said there 
could be only two possible 
verdicts when there was no in¬ 
tent to kill: excusable homi- 
cide or involuntary man¬ 
slaughter.

Hell’s Angel Russell S. Be- 
yea, 30, and Marvin W. Gil¬ 
bert, 29, were convicted today 
of secondHdfigr^e murder in 
the stom^ng-beatii^g death of 
^ Bradley ^Parkhurst.Y*^ in the 
baSCmenl- of a ho me at 3238 
Prentiss Place in Oakland on 
Feb. 24. 

A jury of six men and six 
women returned the verdict to 
Alameda County Superior 
Court Judge Lewis E. Ler- 
cara, who set Sept. 7 for re¬ 
port and sentencing. He re¬ 
manded the defendants to jail 
without bail pending the sen¬ 
tence. 

The jury had been locked up 
for two nights in its delibera¬ 
tions. 

The state put on a case to 
show that Parkhurst, who was 
a guest at the Prentiss Place 
home, was taken to the base¬ 
ment to see a motorbike. He 
shook hands with Gilbert, who 
took offense, and a fist-fight 
ensued, the staters case con¬ 
tended. 

Beyea was summoned from | 
upstairs and, According to | 
prosecutor Howard Gilbert, 
saved Marvin Gilbert, who 
was losing the fiaht with Park- 
hurst. J 

Three witnesjiDs in the base¬ 
ment area wer^ forced to face 
the wall.

tention to kill anyone, and 
that Parkhust’s death was ei¬ 
ther excusable homicide of in¬ 
voluntary manslaughter. 

Prosecutor Gilbert was 
pressing for first-degree mur¬ 
der convictions. A second- 
degree murder conviction car¬ 
ries a mandatory five- 
year-to-life term. 

Parkhurst lived at 1103 Pa¬ 
cific Ave,, Alameda.
